As we have never yet known any govern- 
ment body to discontinue a tax, we feel less than 
confident that these moves to remove existing 
taxes will be made, onee the income tax law is in 
effect

A further difficulty which 
the Illinois citizen must un- 
derstand in order to get the 
complete picture of our 
state's finances derives from 
an honest difference in em- 
phasis on' budgeting. 

Some people believe that a 
government should calculate 
its total spending needs, and 
then lax whatever Is needed 
to produce that number of 
dollars.' Others believe that 
the state should calculate 
the number of dollars avail- 
able, and then divide tiiat as 
far as possible to meet needs. 

I believe in the latter ap- 
proach. Specifically, I be- 
lieve that our legislature 
should spend the first-half of 
the session on revenue bills, 
and the last half on appropri- 
ation bills. We should first 
decide how largo the pie is, 
and then decide how to di- 
vide the pie into shares. I 
tried to promote this idea in 
the last session, by resolu- 
tions direction that appropri- 
ation bills should be held to 
the last of the session and 
revenue bills considered only 
in the first half of the ses- 
sion. The resolution got no- 
where,. and I know that I am 
outnumbered by those who 
prefer the opposite approach. 
Most legislators, I am 
convinced, prefer to spend 
money in the early part of 
the session, ami worry about 
revenue increases and taxes 
in the latter half. This is 
part of tiic trend of the 
times, and I cannot overcome 
it by making motions in 
Springfield. It can be 
changed only if the people 
care enough about it to in- 
sist. 

In the national govern- 
modi tills same practice* is 
followed, but the danger is 
not so great. The national 
government can have an un- 
balanced budget. It can go 
into debt. Hut Illinois is for- 
bidden to go into more tiian 
$250,000 of debt without a 
slate referendum. We mutt 
balance our books each two 
years. Our Constitution re- 
quires it. If we can spend 
Ihe money we muit raise the 
taxes. 

That is why I believe that 
we must team to decide on 
our revenue changes before 
wc vote, appropriations. It 
is a hard point to make but 
I intend to be stubborn 
about it.

UNDGRWATiR DIVING 
EXPANDS BOAT- 
MAN'S HORIZON 



By Hirtk Bowman 
(Courtesy Stquoit Harbor) 
. Skin and Scuba diving arc 
as old as history. In 77 A. 
D. the Roman naturalist 
described an underwater div 
ing tube which was the fore 
runner of our present snor 
kola. _ . 

Today an estimated 500, 
000 boating fans have extend 
ed their horizons by includ 
Ing sport diving to seek out 
natural beauty undor the 
water, to hunt for. sunken 
treasure, to engage, in un- 
derwater fishing, photog- 
raphy and other submarin- 
er's hobbies. 

Sport diving is divided into 
two categories. 

The skin diver uses, the 
most basic equipment, a 
face mask, pair of swim fins 
and sometimes a snorkel. 

This ■ equipment can be 
bought for 915 to $30. With 
it the diver can float face 
down on the surface or ven- 
ture to modest depths and ex- 
plore shallow water areas. 

The Scuba diver, with 
s e I f contained underwater 
breathing apparatus that will 
cost $150 or more, can. push 
well below the light dappled 
surpace layers and explore 
to any depth'. to which his 
body can be safely adapted. 

The sport diver may en- 
counter under water hazards 
since the environment is un- 
natural to air-breathing man 
and certain underwater ani- 
mal and plant life can be 
unfriendly. Yet a part of 
the thrill and the lure of div- 
ing is to explore the un- 
known and successfully meet 
the challenge of an incom- 
patible environment. It is 
only safe if the person en- 
gaging in it does it with 
proper equipment, is ade- 
quately trained and recog- 
nizes safety precautions. 

Veteran divers compare 
the energy expended in 
sports diving with that used 
in running. The man, wom- 
an or child who pants after 
walking up a flight of steps 
or feels pooped after a 25 
yard swim better stay on the 
water's surface. 

If you arc attracted to 
skin or Scuba, I advise you to 
join an active diving club 
whose members will recom- 
mend safe equipment. Near- 
ly all clubs have qualified 
instructors who teach new 
members proper diving tech- 
niques, stress hazards that 
may be met. how to avoid 
them and what to do if they 
are encountered. 

Your local marine dealer 
will be abue to supply the 
names of the nearest diving 
clubs. 
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Don't resent growing old. 
A great many are denied the 
privilege.
